Hankow, May 25. 
Without entering into the old 
argument as to what was the 
intention of those who agreed to the 
revised scale of duties, it may be 
well to put down from time to time 
concrete examples of what is being 
charged in Hankow. A firm sent to 
the Post Office a consignment of 
stationery destined for use at an 
inland station.

TRAGEDY IN FRENCH 
CONCESSION 


Mr. E. H, Booth Found Dead in 
House 1 


‘A. most distressing tragedy was 
enacted on June 5 in the French 
Concession when Mr. E, Hl. Booth, 
formerly employed | by Messrs, 
‘Weeks & Co. was found dead in 
his home at’ 224 Ruo Porte do 
L'Ouest after a determined and une 














end his life, He was found sitting 
‘on a chair over the kitchen gas stove 
with all taps turned on enveloped 
ina thick blanket, He had evident 
ly been dead for some time when 
found, 

‘Mrs, Booth had left the house at 
7 pm. to fo into town to make 
some purchases and call on a friend, 
Jeaving her husband in the houso 
with their three children who had 
bbeen put to bed by the amah who 
was upstairs staying with them, 
"The youngest child is only three 
weeks old and Mrs. Booth had only 
left her bed a day or two before, 

She returned just before 9 o'clock 
and having some difficulty in enters 
ing the house at once made an in« 
spection during which she found her 
husband bowed over the gas stove 
and quite dead, She raised an 
alarm and at once ealled Dr. Burton 
who arrived and endeavoured to 
revive the man, but all efforts at 
artificial respiration were fruitless. 

Dr, Burton, finding the task 
hopoless, telephoned to the French 
police, who immediately attended the 
house’ and made the customary ine 
vestigation. ‘They then com 
munieated with the International 
Settlement polico who removed the 
body to the Public Mortuary in 
Range Road. 

‘The family had booked passages 
for England and were to have loft 
fon the 25th instant in the NY.K.
